Palestinéd Department of the 
Egyptian Foreign Ministry, had 
oskeq for UN support to keep 
the refugtes alive, 


Alleged Atrocities * 


Col Gohar accused Israci of 
atrocities against Arab refugecs 
end of steadfast refusal to ic- 
cognise their righta to ancestral 
homes. 

“Thore is something unnatural 
In the spectacle of displaced 
Arabs remaining for so long 
refugees in Arab lands,” Mr 


Comay told the Committee. 


The Israeli delegate explained 
that millions of persons dis- 
pinced by Worlt War IT had 
been resettled while the Amb 
rafuges problem defied settie~ 
ment. 

“Gttobal experience indicates 
that in such situations resettle- 
ment is an answer and répatria- 
tion Is not,” he entd. "The re- 

carmot remain indefinitely 
rt in some international 
limbo between the old- fe and 
the new,” 

Isracl, be sald, had already 
apsorbed:, Ra sched 400,000 Jews 
from countries, including 
“thousands” from Egypt recently, 

Mr Comay challenged Arab 
governments’ chims that they 
could not absorb the Amb re- 
fugees. 


Wildest Dreams 


“Revenues beyond thelr wild- 
est dreams are now at the diss 
posal of the oil-producing .coun- 
trids,” he sold. “Lavish ‘inter- 
national aid, both financial: and 
technical, has been offered to 
them for refugee resettlement. 

‘Every independent study 
confirms that there are arcas 
in Irag, Syria, the Jordan Valley 
and elsewhere which could be 
reclaimed and developed for 
‘this purpose,” 

He asserted that Atab gov- 
ernments had ‘no mom right 
to sacrifico the lives and the 
future of the refugees to their 
obsessive _ hostility against 
Israel.” - 

Mr Comay sald Isracl had 
found in the Gaza sttip, which 
its. forces wrestled from Egypt 
last November, school textbooks 
stating that President Nasser of 
Egypt would shortly “liberate” 
the Arab honieland from [srael 
with the help of Sovict tanks 
ang planes. He said 30 text- 
books. were condemned because 
they contained “political incite 
ment” — 

“Israel has come to stay and 
cannot b¢ converted into an 
Arab homeland,” ho said. “It 
jg on the bnsis of a'crucl illu- 
sion that tho refugees are in- 
stigated to: etaist thelr own 
permanent resettlement,”

RE. L, CUTNOSE'S latest 
thriller, “Death of a 
Rhinoceros,” breaks new ground, 
A chinoceros is murdered in a 
crowded drawing-room. The 
search for a motive seems to 
polnt to Lyle Kelgwin, — big- 
game hunter. But suspicion falls
